The instant application is a national stage entry of PCT/JP04/1 7564, filed 26 November 2004.

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 



This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 1 3.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-14, 1 8-2 1 , 22, 23, 24, drawn to a compound of formula (I) and a process of making a 
compound of formula (I). 

Group II, claim(s) 15-17, drawn to a compound of formula (VIII). 

3. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 1 3.1 because, under PCT Rule 1 3.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: there is no structural significant element between these inventions. 
Invention I is drawn to a quinazoline ring whereas invention II is drawn to a quinazolin-4(3H)-one ring. 
In addition, there are six patentably distinct combinations of variables R'^ and R'^ in claim 1 5. When 
variable R^o is taken into consideration, there are 24 different combinations (four patentably distinct 
groups for R^o). In formula (I), at least 64 different combinations of variables R^-R^ exist (4 different 
groups for each instance attached to C). Variables R^ R^, R's, and R'^ are important because they are 
the points of novelty in the instant claims. No special technical feature exists following this reasoning. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To preserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

without traverse.
